Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "said means for attaching" 
Lacks antecedent basis. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1,3,5-7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kristen. Kristen shows an upper tube 27, a lower tube assembly 23, 
attachments 31,33, a stub 42, and a projecting member at 28 for means 30. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kristen. Kristen shows a double barrel scaffold horizontal member 1 5 having a 
vertical plate 42 joining and vertically separating an upper tube 40 and a lower 
tube assembly 20. 
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Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Williams. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kristen in view of either Heun or Walker. Kristen shows the claimed member with 
the exception of the lower tube. Heun shows tubes 14 for coupling adjacent 
slidable adjacent members. Walker shows a tube 32 for coupling adjacent slidable 
adjacent members It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify Kristen to comprise tubes, in lieu of his 
couplings 28, as taught by either Heun or Walker, for slidably coupling his 
members 23,27. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kristen in view of Layher. Kristen shows the claimed member with the exception 
of the pivotable clamp means. Layher shows a pivotable clamp means for coupling 
scaffolding members. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify Kristen to comprise pivotable clamp 
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means, in lieu of his clamp means 31,33, as taught by Layher, as a clamping means 
for his members 23,27.
